aa id today, and no letup in the ac­ 
tivities of the society is anticipated 
$550 For Food 
During 1931. the organization has 
paid out $550 for milk and eggs to 
help combat the "white plague" and 
to give nourishment to those who 
might be susceptible to the disease 
Most of the society’s work has been 
done among under-nourished chil­ 
dren. 
During the year Just closing, the 
tuberculosis society 
had approxi­ 
mately $950 with which to carry on 
Us activities 
By careful manage­ 
ment, a 
balance remains in 
the 
treasury, but with prospects of a 
severe winter ahead the organiza­ 
tion will probably need more funds 
than ever before to carry on its 
work successfully.

Seventy volunteers, all friends and 
neighbors of the late Ervin Guise, 
former tenant on (he Oyler and 
Spangler farm, east of Gettysburg,

long illness which prevented him 
from keeping up with his work.

Immediate imposition of this plan 
was disclosed at the treasury where 
it was explained that the tariff act 
provides for countervailing duties to 
equalize the rates charged against 
American products by foreign na­ 
tions. 
The new British 
anti-dumping 
measure goes into effect next Wed­ 
nesday and raises a barrier of 50 
per cent against certain importa­ 
tions from the United States. Com­ 
merce and treasury officials are busy 
listing british commodities imported 
into this country on which counter­ 
vailing duties will be invoked.

At Spring Grove, persons are re­ 
ported to be 
picking strawberries 
large in size and delicious in flavor, 
while in the vicinity of Biglerville 
many trees are reported to be bud­ 
ding with blossoms. 
Flies Still Here 
From all sections of Adams coun­ 
ty, reports were heard here today 
of new leaves appearing 
on 
the 
trees, while dandelions were re­ 
ported flowering promiscuously on 
lawns just as in late April or early 


May. 
The summer's outstanding pests, 
flies and mosquitoes are still abun­ 
dant as anyone who removed his 
screens several weeks 
ago 
when 
winter appeared to be just around 
the corner can testify. 
In 
fact,

declare 
the 
mosquitoes are “bigger and better" 
than they were in August. 
The lack of rain is causing farm ­

The light rainfall is also Injuring 
the sprouting of the winter wheat 
and agriculturists are hoping that 
the rain will come before the heavy 
frosts so that dry wells and streams 
will be revived. 
In the upper end of the county, 
amateur weather prophets are pre­ 
dicting a mild winter. As the basis 
for their predictions they are point­ 
ing to the fact that caterpillars, 
very abundant for this time of the 
year, have short black streaks, in­ 
dicating. the weather prophets say, 
that winter will be short and mild. 
The 
present 
clemency 
of

weather is pointed out as partial 
proof.

valuable schools for old and young. 
Here jxere often fostered and de­ 
veloped the orators who were des­ 
tined "to hold senates spell-bound.” 
Early Debating Club 
“The Gettysburg sentimental so­ 
ciety” was the first debating club 
organized in the county. 
Its first 
meeting was on the night of Octo­ 
ber 2. 1807. William Reed was sec­ 
retary. 
Question: “Are our senses 
fallacious?” 
The question was ar­ 
gued long and fairly, it seems, by 
volunteer speakers, and the decision, 
by a vote of the house, was unani­ 
mously in the affirmative. But dis­ 
putants had become excited, especi­ 
ally those who did not agree with 
the decision, and they poured long 
communications into the columns 
of H arpers paper. 
They finally 
forced a re-argument in, but were 
again voted down; and for years 
afterward discussions on the vexed 
question were to be heard by those 
who regularly occupied seats on 
store boxes in front of the store in 
all good weather. 
The next question was more prac­ 
tical, but did not elicit such disput­ 
ants. 
It was "Should a Represent­ 
ative be guided by the will of his 
constituents instead of his own?” 
The question, as the reader will see, 
was loosely stated, but closely and 
ably argued. 
The next: “Should 
bank notes be made legal tender?” 
These old-fashioned statesmen de­ 
cided this in the negative. 
At the 
next meeting John Edie became sec­ 
retary, and the question discussed 
was "Is female timidity constitu­ 
tional or acquired?" This called out 
a torrent of the latent eloquence of 
the village. The bald heads and gray 
beards in eloquent measures said it 
was “acquired;” the callow brood of 
young Demosthenes vowed it was 
the most "constitutional” thing in 
the world. And thus back and forth 
they piled each-other with pelting 
quibs and quillets of the brain, but 
when the momentous hour arrived, 
late at night, for a vote as to which 
side had the beet of the discussion, 
It was ovefwhekntngiy voted in fa­ 
vor of "acquired.” 
Mcllhenny Secretary

A M. Mcllhenny wu$ now elected 
secretary. Question; “Are theatrical 
performances injurious to society?” 
As there was no immediate prospect 
of any of the cheap humbug troupes 
that now so frequently indict their 
presence upon the town, this ques­ 
tion did not elicit such intense in­ 
terest as the girl question.

as a football, made by the depart­ 
ment of physics of the University 
of Michigan, open a new field of 
scientific exploration. 
The crystals disclose the 
inti­ 
mate “structure” of certain infra­ 
red 
waves 
of 
radiation, 
waves 
longer than the last visible rays or 
red light, waves which the body 
senses as heat 
Their existence, with the 
fact 
that they are heat, and that they 
travel with the speed of light was 
discovered years ago, but most of 
them 
hitherto have evaded 
de­ 
tailed analysis because no available 
detectors were available 
Tile previous detectors were n at­ 
ural crystals which are found in 
too small pieces to meet the re­ 
quirements of infra-red research. 
The missing details of these long 
waves are picked up "twice as far 
out” by the big, artificially "grown” 
Michigan crystals. 
"Twice as far out” means out in 
radiation and at very much longer 
wavelengths 
These 
lengthening 
rays finally become radio waves. 
The big crystals transmit more 
the direction of longer and longer 
wavelengths in the infra-red re­ 
gion. 
Thermocouples catch 
this 
radiant heat and convert it into 
electrical energy. 
As electrical current it deflects 
the needle of a galvanometer, m ak­ 
ing a record which the Michigan 
physicists plot upon paper. 
These 
measurement show 
that 
the long heat waves 
possess 
the 
same fine, structural lines as light. 
They add to-the physicists’ growing 
knowledge of the nature of

radiation.

They were developed 
under direction of Professor H M 
Randall, head of the department of 
physics, with the collaboration of 
John Strong, Ph.D.. and Paul Wey- 
rich. 
Small crystals made bf potassium^ 
combined with chlorine, bromine or 
iodine are fused at a bright heat 
In electric furnaces.

Many Gettysburgians Have 
Starred on Bullet Teams 
Since Grid Game Began 


Paul “Polly” Seiber, Now One Of Country’s Best-known Sur­ 
geons. Won Lasting Fame In Hearts Of Classmates On 
1905 Team; Dr. Crist And Arthur Rice Among Others. 


Football as a major sport at Gettysburg college had its beginning in 
1890 and over the span of forty years of gridiron strife in nearly every 
year Gettysburg has been represented by one or more varsity players. 
During this time four Gettysburg boys were elected to captain college 
grid teams and two of these were re-elected. Paul “Polly” Seiber, Claude 
Beegle, Henry Bream and John Miller were each selected to load teams 
during their careers, the former two serving as captain in both junior and 
senior years. 
The first Gettysburg college foot­ 
ball team took the field in 1890 
when two games were played. Both 
were lost, the Millersville state nor­ 
mal school defeating the locals 6-4 
and Franklin and Marshall romping 
away with a 68-0 decision. 
First Local Player 
Starring on the first college team 
was the late Andrew J. Rudisill. 
For four years Rudisill was a varsity 
player, holding down an end posi­ 
tion for three years and playing 
halfback in his sophomore year.

In 1926 Gettysburg placed two 
regulars on the team. C. C. “Junle" 
Bream, now head coach of the Ber­ 
wick high school team, played end 
on that team, and John Miller held 
down at tackle. 
Miller also played during the sea­ 
sons of 1927 and 1928. His gigantic 
stature made him an ideal lineman 
and with his brilliant playing he 


averages just published for 
the 
Pacific Coast league, lad all the 
sharpshooters with an earned run 
allowance of only 2.48 runs per 
nine inning game Gibson won 28 
games and lost 12 for a percentage 
of .700. 
This was not quite as good as the 
winning record of Frank Shellen- 
back, Hollywood spitball artist, who 
contributed 27 victories as against 
only 7 defeats, but Shellenback’s 
earned run figure was 2.85, placing 
him second among the regulars. 
Gibson also led the league 
in 
strikeouts, with 204, his nearest 
rival in this respect being Win Bal­ 
lou of Los Angeles with 160. He 
pitched 31 complete games, indicat­ 
ing his arm has fully recovered 
from the ailment that cut short his 
major league career, and issued 
only 59 passes. 


Dr. Charles H. Huber, headmaster was chosen captain of the 1928 
of Gettysburg academy, played on 
the second Orange and Blue team In 
1891. 
Dr. Huber cavorted In the 
backfield, playing quarterback. 
In 1892 Andrew B. Duttera. now 
a minister in Salisbury, North Caro­ 
lina. was a luminary on the college 
squad, playing at left tackle, where 
he proved to be one of the main­ 
stays of the line. 
A lapse of six years occurs with­ 
out a local man being a varsity 
player until 1899 when the late Mau­ 
rice C. Williams earned a regular 
post at left tackle with his brilliant 
playing. 
Another Gettysburg tackle was 
produced in the seasons of 1901, 1902 
and 1903 when Arthur E. Rice, now 
manager of a produce house in Big­ 
lerville, clinched a regular berth by 
some hard, consistent work. 
All-American Honors 
The honor of being the greatest 
backfield star ever to play for Get­ 
tysburg goes to a Gettysburg boy. 
Paul "Polly” Seiber. was the back­ 
bone of Bullet backfields In 1903, 
1904, 1905 and 1906. He was elected 
captain in 1905 and was re-elected 
for the season of 1906. 
His all- 
around work caused him to be men­ 
tioned for All-American honors, the 
! only Gettysburg man in football 
history to be so honored. Seiber is 
at present a prominent brain spe­ 
cialist at the Mercer hospital in 
Pittsburgh. 
A brother of the famous “Polly” 
played on the 1900 and 1901 teams, 
Goodell Seiber holding a wing posi- 
J tion. In 1903 he was shifted to full- 
1 back. 
He is at present located In 
Baltimore. Maryland. 
Dr. C. G. Crist, Gettysburg prac­ 
ticing physician, and Raymond F. 
Topper, attomey-at-law, were co­ 
stars on the reserve team during the 
1905 season. Topper later clinched 
a varsity berth on the teams of 1906 
and 1907. He played an end posi­ 
tion and in spite of his lack of beef 
was a brilliant performer. 
Another stellar college star from 
1 Gettysburg earned a position on the 
1906 and 1907 football teams. Guy 
Stock, center square, played every 
position on the line except tackle 
and proved equally adept at each 
I post. In his brief career Stock was 
the bulwark of the line. 
Hr-elected Captain 
The next Gettysburg man to grab 
a regular job as a college player was 
Claude Beegle, who starred in the 
seasons of 1911, 1912 and 1913. Bec- 
gle played right tackle and his 
clever performances at that position 
earned him the captaincy for the 
1912 season and lie received the un­ 
usual honor of being re-elected for 
the 1913 campaign. 
Jay Brineman, now located In 
Biglerville, was a substitute tackle 
in 1912 but gained a regular berth 
the following season by his fine 
playing

Join Hands To Fight A. T.

New York, Nov 21 IAP)—Spirited 
competition between the American 
Telephone and Telegraph company 
on the one hand, and the Western 
Union and Postal Telegraph com­ 
panies on the other began Friday in 
a new system of local and long­ 
distance message communication. 
The announcement of the new 
.service marked the first time the 
Postal 
and 
Western 
Union, 
in 
their forty years of rivalry, have 
joined in a co-operative move of 
connecting their wires and offer­ 
ing a joint service. 
Automatic 
typewrb cr-telegraph 
instruments, with standard type­ 
writer keyboards, will be offered 
for installation in homes and of­ 
fices. The machines will be simi­ 
lar to those used for the transmis­ 
sion of telegrams and for the na­ 
tionwide distribution of news by 
press associations. 
Direct Two-Way Service 
Under the new system a sub­ 
scriber to the service may signal a 
central operator and have his ma­ 
chine connected with the machine 
of any other subscriber, whether 
that person is in the next building 
or on the other side of the country. 
Then he will be able to engage in 
direct 
two-way 
communication 
with the person at the other end of 
the circuit by typing on his ma­ 
chine, which will send out electric 
vibrations that will cause the mes­ 
sage to be automatically typewrit­ 
ten on the receiving machine. 
The possibility of securing con­ 
nections with any other subscriber 
in the country is comparable to the 
facility of telephone service. The 
fact that the “conversation” will 
be recorded by typewriter preserves 
one aspect of telegraph service.

many times, was volleyed upon by 
telegrams and telephone calls, re­ 
fused again, and finally yielded to 
the appeals of the party leaders 
who put the nomination through 
without his sacntion. 


Traces Roosevelt's Life 
The question of his health, after 
his attack of infantile paralysis, is 
made detailedly clear. His cam­ 
paign toward improvement is de­ 
scribed without sentimentalism, and 
stress is laid upon Roosevelt's quiet 
and self-contained adjustment to 
the situation
